LIBRARY REPORT. | 


The Board of Library Trustees hereby submit their Eighth 
Annual Report. 

At the beginning of the year the Board was organized by choice 
of J. P. Newell as President and Treasurer, and Mrs. Jennie F. 
Center as Librarian and Secretary. 

The library has been open every Saturday afternoon, during the 
year, from three until five o’clock, for giving out and receiving books, 
and for the consultation of books and pamphlets at the library room. 

In April 1900 twenty-three volumes were placed upon the shelves 
by the Ladies’ Social Circle and thirty-five volumes have recently 
been added to the library by purchase of the trustees, making the 
whole number of bound volumes at the present time 958. 

The Ladies’ Social Circle has recently appropriated twenty-five 
dollars for the purchase of additional books for the library. The 
growth of the library has made it necessary to procure seven 
additional boxes for books. At some time in the near future it 
would be wise, we think, for the town to errect a suitable library 
building, one to which our citizens could point with a justifiable 
pride as evidence of their intelligence and of their desire to provide 
for the general culture of the people, young and old. 

A convenient and much needed catalogue of the books in the 
library is nearly ready for publication, the matter having been 
delayed somewhat in order that the books, recently purchased, might 
be included. It is the purpose of the trustees to put one of the 
catalogues into the hands of every family in town. 

Thirty dollars of the last appropriation are still in the hands of 
the town treasurer, to meet the expenses of the catalogues. 

The number of books loaned during the year is 988. 

During the past year the Century Magazine has been donated to 
the library by the Ladies’ Social Circle, the Cosmopolitan by Miss
